T IS ALMOST impossible to describe a 
| | vitamin. You can’t draw a picture of 
one, you can’t outline it, you can’t 
photograph it. The presence of vitamins 
was known long before they were dis- 
covered—much as an astronomer has. been 
able to discover a star or planet because 
he observed another body which the un- 
seen star was affecting. It was the effect 
of vitamins or a lack of them which start- 
ed chemists looking for them, and when 
vitamins were discovered and isolated and 
their effect upon living organisms studied, 
it opened up the whole realm of nu- 
trition, diet and the chemistry of foods. 
Vitamins affect in a very real way the 
whole human family, in fact every living 
creature upon the earth. They affect the 
life span, usefulness and reproduction of 
man and animals because vitamins are the 
indescribable vital elements which in some 
mysterious way feed living organisms and 
enable them to function. 
Vitamins should not be confused with 
calories. Food is burned in the body and 


this burning produces heat and energy 
which is measured in terms of calories. A 
person may eat a meal which produces an 
abundance of calories, yet has no vitamin 
or an insufficient amount of vitamins. And 
if this practice of choosing foods which 
have insufficient vitamins long continues 
a person may be well-fed in the ordinary 
meaning of the word, yet may suffer, be- 
come ill or die from a nutritional disease, 
that 1s, a disease caused by a lack of some 
vital food substance. Nutritional distur- 
bances and diseases even among those who 
have adequate incomes and plenty of food 
are not rare. Skin rashes, susceptibility to 
colds, nervous troubles, digestive distur- 
bances, premature ageing, faulty eyesight 
and many other physical faults, slight and 
more serious, oftener than not are the re- 
sult of, not a lack of food, but a poor choice 
of foods. In studying the effects of various 
food substances on the life and health of 
human beings small animals whose di- 
gestive systems and metabolism are much 
like our own are used experimentally in 
the laboratory. Rats all from one litter are 


used, some fed good diets, some poor ones. 
Premature ageing and graying is produced 
simply by depriving an animal of one vi- 
tamin. Diseases are produced and cured by 
controlling diets. Animals fed on good diets 
not only thrive and grow and develop bet- 
ter than those on poor or bad diets, but 
their offspring is healthier and lives are 
longer. 

Strangely enough, in spite of pages that 
have been written on the subject and our 
unsurpassed system of disseminating in- 
formation, the average person knows little 
about vitamins and their importance to 
living. The average person eats, not what 
he should, but what he wants, and the re- 
sult is physical trouble and unnecessary 
suffering in more or less degree. To sup- 
port this statement I asked a prominent 
doctor recently: ‘‘Do you find a great many 
ills, minor or major, which in your opinion 
are caused by a poor choice of foods, Ir- 
regularities which you would call nutri- 
tional disorders?” He replied that in his 
opinion probably eight out of every 10 
persons in Atlanta had some disorder,

The only piece of “plate” the robbers 
found, the silver coffin plate was valued 
at $30. That, it was said, was the extent 
of the loot, other than the body. 

Two days passed. The investigation 
seemed at a standstill. Then Mrs. Stewart 
announced that she would pay a reward 
of $25,000 for the return of the body. 

Reports of evil-smelling objects being 
carried around on ferries and in carts came 
in from Brooklyn and Jersey City. Other 
reports, as time passed, came from as 
away as Montreal, Canada. These all 
nowhere. 

By this time the police had gone over 
the churchyard with a fine tooth comb, and 
found nothing. Nevertheless, on the 11th, 
they decided to have another go at it. They 
examined every stone and every tuft of 
grass, and all but applied their noses to 
every square inch of the area. 

It was Captain McCullough 
covered two or three foully smelling spots 
which had apparently dripped from some 
substance that had been carried over the 
grass.

On November 12 an advertisement, re- 
ferring to the case, appeared in the per- 
sonal column of the Herald.

Checking on this, the police learned that 
the ad had been delivered to the Herald by 
a messenger on Saturday night, November 
9. That was as far as it could be traced. 
The police concluded that it was a very

When weeks had passed, with no 
further development, and no trace of either 
the body or the robbers, Mrs. Stewart 
raised the reward to $50,000. Judge Hilton 
continued to be indignant but released no 
moths from his pocketbook 

One would think. with such a rich re- 
ward to be had, that the robbers would 
have entered into negotiations. But ap- 
parently the body snatchers boasted no 
business brains whatever, because nothing 
happened. Or if there were negotiations, 
they were conducted in complete ignorance 
of police and public.
